New Pontiff Was For Several Years, Papal Nuncio In 
Poland; Was Born In Desio, Italy, and Became a 
Cardinal June 16,1921.

Police Commissioner .7. C. North's 
life was threatened last Saturday by 
an unidentified man.

• T was out nt the time when a man 
telephoned my house and told my 
wife to warn tne t*> 'prepare to meet 
my Maker’," Mr. North stated. “The 
man added *\W are going to get 
him.' My wife endeavored to find 
out who the man was. but be hung 
up the receiver and so Ids identity 
is still unknown. 

“I want to say that no one can 
frighten me that way. Let them 
come out in the open and let me see 
who - they are Inst.-ad of telephoning 
to my house and terrifying my wife. 
Personally I am not worrying ab»*it 
tho matter at all, but naturally it has 
upset Mrs. North. The threat, was 
that of a coward who is frightened 
to come to me like a man. 

*‘!f they think I am afraid, as they 
say, to ‘Meet my Maker* they are ab¬ 
solutely wrong. I am not afraid of 
that at all. Threats of this kind will 
not deter me for a minute from doing 
what I consider is my duty as a Po¬ 
lice Commissioner. 1 am prepared to

Bloemfontein. South Africa. Feb. 
5.—-General Christian de Wet, com¬ 
mander-in-chief of the Boer forces In 
the war of 1899. died at his home in 
Dewetsdorp on Friday. 

Christian Rudolf de Wet was bom 
October 7. 1S54. at Leeuwkop, in the 
Smith field District South Africa. 
He served in the first Anglo-Boer 
war of 1880-1881 and was a member 
of the Volksraad when the second 
war, in which he took such a prom¬ 
inent part, broke out. 

He was given an obscure command 
at first, but was Inter sent to relieve 
General t’ronje. whom he succeeded 
upon the latter’s surrender. 

Hia operations against the British 
were marked by considerable stiate- 
getical ability. % 

In the peace negotiations of 1902 
he took a prominent part end later 
visited Europe with other Boer gen¬ 
erals. seeking, without avail, a modi¬ 
fication of the terms of peace con¬ 
cluded at Pretoria. 

He was elected a member of the 
first Parliament of the orange River 
Colony in 1907 and was appointed 
Minister of Agriculture. 

Shortly after the outbreak of the 
European War, he beaded a rebel¬ 
lion in the Orange Free State and 
western Transvaal, which was sup¬ 
pressed by the Government forces af¬ 
ter a brief month of fighting, in 
which a son.

Warsaw, Fob. f>. - Poland is grad¬ 
ually making her place in the world 
as a self-supporting nation, accord¬ 
ing to recent reports of Allied ex¬ 
perts in economics.

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THE CONFERENCE ENDS. 

Although there will he many 
people throughout the world 
olio would have experienced a 
Rood deal more satisfaction in 
digesting the accomplishments 
6f the Washington Conference 
if the catalogue of work com¬ 
pleted could have included an 
even more generous form of ar¬ 
mament limitation, the great ma¬ 
jority of whom are able to assess 
the first real attempt to eliminate 
Hie principal causes of war will 
recognise in the several Treaties 
to which the participating na¬ 
tions have subscribed a reliable 
foundation upon which still 
greater and more effective effort 
may rest. It is true that the 
five great naval powers have 
agreed to cut the cost of a certain 
component part of their offensive 
and defensive organization 
whose usefulness and efficacy 
under conditions of modem war¬ 
fare will furnish material for 
controversy for many a day to 
come: but the fact remains that 
when the Treaty which sets the 
ratio for capital ships shall be¬ 
come operative something like 
sixty-five great sea fighters will 
go to the junk pile. 

Nor is this actual process of 
demolition to be regarded as the 
most important feature of the 
capital .ship controversy. For a 
period of ten years the contract¬ 
ing parties have agreed to abide 
by a specific ratio in point of 
tonnage and in respect of the 
calibre of guns that shall be 
mounted upon vessels that will 
be built from time to time with¬ 
in the ratio specification. It will 
thus be seen that this particular 
Treaty destroys more than two 
million tons of modem fighting 
machinery and precludes every 
element of mystery and surprise 
in the future construction of 
capital ships. The inference re¬ 
mains that if the larger fighting 
craft of the future—always pro¬ 
viding the “big ship” theorists 
are justified in their defence of 
the super-fighter of the deep— 
are to contain no particular de¬ 
vice that shall single them out 
from those of the present day 
there will he a very desirable ab¬ 
sence of this type of naval enter¬ 
prise—a good thing for human¬ 
ity. 

What the sceptic may lack in 
enthusiasm for the real purpose 
of the Conference he may dis¬ 
cover in the four-power Treaty 
which should insure peace in the 
Pacific and remove one of the 
principal bones of contention be¬ 
tween Great Britain and our 
neighbor to the South. With the 
British Empire, the United 
States, France and Japan in com¬ 
mon accord in respect of their 
separate possessions in the Paci¬ 
fic the Oriental bogey and tftc 
atmosphere which the Ahglo- 
' Japanese Treaty was wont to. 
create across the border should 
automatically disappear. In fu¬ 
ture such disagreements as may 
develop between the four signa¬ 
tories of this pact in connection 
with their Pacific possessions wih 
be settled at the conference 
table. And in view of the ).yr r 
that the United States is E^ftar- 
ticipator in an arrangement of 
this kind its success should be 
assured ut the outset. 

While not as spectacular as

Made An Opera. 

At one time it used to be said that 
the "Bast Hose of Summer” made 
the opera •'Martha,'* In which this 
lovely melody -was embodied by its 
composer, Flotow. It was, perhaps, 
(he outstanding number in the opera’- 
which gave it surh a vogue as it 
witnessed in Paris, where the opera 
ran for three hundred nights at the 
Theatre Lyrique with Christie Nilson 
in the title role. And sii.ee that time 
it has become the commop property 
of the human race, and few are the 
artists of high rank who have not. 
at some time or other, been called 
upon to play or to sing it. 

Berlioz, the French composer, who, 
by the Way, had a personal dislike 
of Flotow. the composer of "Martha,” 
once wont so far as to say of the 
lovely song, "the beauty of the T<ast 
Hose of Summer* served as a dis¬ 
infectant to the rottenness of the 
'Martha* music.” And Moore in a 
preface wrote, "if Burns had been an 
Irishman, ills heart would have been 
proud of such music, and his genius 
would have mad*? it immortal." 

Moore’s Service. 

As Bobbie Burns gathered his 
Scottish folk music, so did Tom 
Moore called the tnulitional, "Irish 
Melodies” wherever ho found them 
and then set t<> work to adapt words 
to the airs. As has already been 
-aid Thomas Moore in the case of 
'he "Last' Hose of Summer," adapted 
the tune which was set to verses 
called "The Groves of Blarney,” a 
mdody we are told that came Into 
existence in the middle of the 
Seventeenth Century, and as he was 
fond of writing his poetry out of 
doors he, no doubt, became inspired 
by a scene in his own garden, and 
the melody henceforth became known 
as the "Last Hose of Summer.”

One common gun In exchange for 
five to ten silver fox furs, according • 
to quality! 

Jn tho days of' barter on this coast, 
according to an Interesting schedule 
which has been loaned to The Times 
from the collection of a pioneer fam¬ 
ily, the trapper was able to acquire 
a gun from the stores In the Fort 
Simpson District, tfetween the years 
] 833 and 18&0, for alternatively 40 
martens, 20 lynxes, four large beaver, 
15 cross foxes, 20 red skins, or eight 
large land otters, as well as the silver 
foxes referred to above. The In¬ 
structions set out that no guns were 
to be traded for bears, minks, 
wolves ot* wolverines.
